The Postmaster General with the consent of th« 
Interstate Commerce Commission, may at any tlma 
change the parcel post rates and conditions. Fol- 
lowing are the rates In effect April 1, 1918:

RESTRICTIONS 

Size limit, 84 Inches in length and glrlh com- 
bined (total of length and aroimd parcel.) 

Four ounces or under, 1 cent per ounce. 

Over four ounces considered one pound. 

Fractional pounds considered pounds. 
SPECIAL CONDITIONS 

Parcels will be mailable only at post offices, 
branch post offices, lettered and local names sta- 
tions and such numbered stations as may be desig- 
nated by the postmaster. 

All parcels must bear return card of the sender 
otherwise they ■will not be accepted for mailing. 

Fourth-class matter embraces that known as do- 
mestic parcel post mail, and includes merchandise, 
farm and factory products, seeds, cuttings, bulbs, 
roots, scions and plants, books (including cata- 
logs), miscellaneous printed matter weighing mora 
than 4 pounds, and all other mailable matter not 
embraced in the first, second and third classes. 
Classification excludes matter of a character per- 
ishable within a period reasonably required to 
transport and deliver, and parcels of form and 
kind likely to Injure postal employes or equipment 
or other mail matter. 

Parcel post packages on which postage amounts 
to 25c or more, a War Tax of Ic for each 25c 
worth of i>08tage or fraction thereof is imposed. 



RATES OF POSTAGE 

Including Canada, Mexico, Cuba, Republio of 
Panama, Hawaii, Porto Rico, Shanghai, Phil- 
ippines, the Islands of Guam and Tutuila, and 
the "Canal Zone" on the Isthmus of Panama. 

FIRST CLASS.— Letters and written matter, 
eealed or unsealed; all other matter sealed, or 
fastened so that it cannot be easily examined, 
two cents per ounce or fraction; and drop letters 
shall be mailed at the rate of two cents per oimce 
or fraction thereof including delivery at letter^' 
carrier offices and one cent per ounce at non-car- 
rier offices. 

POSTAL CARDS.— One cent; double postal 
cards, two cents. 

REGISTERED MAIL.— Registry fee for valua- 
ble letters or packages, ten cents. 

SPECIAL DELIVERY.— Ten cents in stamps, 
in addition to lawful postage, shall entitle a 
letter to immediate delivery from 7 A. M. to 11 
P. M. at carrier service oifices, and 7 A. M. to 
7 P. M. at other offices, if addressee is within 
one mile of post office. 

SECOND CLASS (unsealed).— All regular news- 
papers, magazines, etc., one cent for each four 
ounces — or fraction fully prepaid. 

THIRD CLASS.— Unsealed printed books, pam- 
phlets, circulars, engravings, proof-sheets, manu- 
script copy accompanying it, and all printed mat- 
ter of the same general character. Rate is one 
cent for each two ounces or fraction. Limit of 
weight is four pounds, except it be a single book, 

FODRTH CLASS.— All mailable matter not in- 
eluded in the three preceding classes, so prepared 
for mailing as to be easily taken from the Vfrap- 
per and examined. 

Rate, one cent per ounce or fraction, excepting 
seeds, roots, cuttings, bulbs and plants, which 
are one cent for each two ounces. Liquids and 
other injurious matter not admitted, except un- 
der P. O. conditions. Weight limit 4 ounce& 
Heavier packages take Parcel Post Bates.

REGISTRATION 

All kinds of postal matter may be registered 
at the rate of ten cents for each package in 
addition to the regular rates of postage, to be 
fully prepaid by stamps. Each package must 
bear the name and address of the sender, and a 
receipt, if requested, will be returned from the 
person to whom addressed. 

An indemnity— not to exceed $25 for any one 
registered piece, or the actual yalue of the piece, 
if it is less than $25— shall be paid for the losa 
of first-class registered matter. 

FREE DELIVERY 

The free delivery of mail matter at the resi- 
dences of the people desiring it is required by 
law in every city of 50,000 or more population, 
and may be established at every place contain- 
ing not less than 5,000 inhabitants. 

FOREIGN POSTAGE 

The domestic rate of postage applies to letters 
destined for Canada, Cuba, Mexico, Republic of 
Panama, United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, Bahamas, Barbados, British Guiana, 
British Honduras, Dominican Republic, Dutch 
West Indies, Leeward Islands, Newfoundland, New 
Zealand, Trinidad, including Tobago, and to the 
City of Shanghai, China. _ 

All other countries in the POSTAL UNION: 
Letters— per ounce, 5c. ; for each additional ounce, 
3c; second and third-class matter, per 2 ounces, 
ic. ; postal caxds, 2c each. 

Samples of Merchandise, packets not in ear- 
cess of 4 ounces, 2 cents. Packets in excess of 4 
ounces, for each 2 ounoes or fraction thereof 
1 cent.
